the Suez canal by Egypt's 
President Nasser. He has put 


off the use of force by Britain 
and France. 

Not since World War II has 
sentiment in Britain and France 
been so completely united 
among all parties and classes, 
except the Communists, in de- 
manding prompt counteraction 
so that Nasser’s coup will be 
blocked. 

There was a definite possi- 
bility of the use of force before 
Dulles arrived. Both Britain and 
France started making military 
preparations that are continu- 
ing. The French fleet is in 
readiness to sail and Britain is 
starting to recall a relatively 
small number of army reservists 
with technical specialties. A 
group of light bombers has been 
sent to Malta 

Delaying any Moves. 

The situation is still grave 
Britain and France are deter- 
mined not to let Nasser's action 
stand. However, they are delay- 
ing any moves that might cause 
a showdown before the 24- 
power conference to be con- 
vened in London Aug. 16 to 
consider the Suez crisis 

It would be easy for Bfitain 
or France to test Nasser’s in- 
tentions by sending warships 
through the canal. 

Instead they are acting to 
reroute any shipping that could 
cause an issue to arise. A Brit- 
ish troopship' en route to the 
Far East was turned around at 
Malta and returned to Eng- 
land to have new stores sup- 
plied and then proceed to Sing- 
apore around South Africa 

Temporarily other measures. 
such as paying tolls under pro- 
test and payment into blocked 
accounts, will be used and 
shipping that might cause trou- 
ble with Egypt will be rerouted.

The day for a showdown with 
Egypt has thus been put off. | 
Neither Britain nor France is 
happy. about any delay.

British firm has announced pro- 
duction of a “spaceman” 
jet engine capable of more than 
2000 miles an hour at altitudes 
of 25 miles. 

The announcement Was made 
yesterday by Bristol .Aero- 
Engine Co. at a security-con- 
scious press conference. Genera! 
details only were released. 

The manufacturers said their 
engine is capable of propelling 
aircraft of the future at speeds 
of 2000 miles an hour “plus” 
at altitudes of 120,000 feet 
about 25 miles 

‘It is a supersonic unit suit- 
able for both guided missiles 
and manned aircraft,” a spokes- 
man said. “It is 10 times faster 
than the conventional jet engine 
at high altitude and has a su- 
perior, highly economical fuel 
capivity.”’

HONDURAN AREA PLACED 
UNDER STATE OF EMERGENCY 


TEGUCIGALPA, Aug. 3 (AP) 
—President Julio Lozano Diaz 
declared a state of emergency 
yesterday in the Department of 
Francisco Morazan which iIn- 
cludes this capital. He also or- 
dered a court martial for those 
involved in Wednesday's abor- 
tive revolt. Arrests total 130.

Why Ike Should Run 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

“Let's not kill him.” We frequent- 
ly hear this justification for not re- 
electing President Eisenhower. Is 
this a reflection on the condition of 
the President’s heart? It is not. 
What it does reflect are the impos- 
sible physical demands we impose 
upon any President. 

I wonder how many tiring social 
functions the President is forced to 
attend? Anyone who has been to a 
dull party knows the strain of being 
social when one prefers rest. 

Second, how many top officials 
come running to the President every 
time they cannot see a solution to 
a problem they should be able to 
handle themselves’?

Through- 
out his career— when newspapers 
and magazines were “mongering” 
hate against the Russians, a display 
of fear on the part of the United 
States—Eisenhower was working to 
counteract this, to promote peace 
and good will among nations. 

And so I believe if he sees some- 
one in office who will be less far- 
sighted, someone with less love of 
humanity than himself, someone 
who does not realize as well as he 
does that war is hell—if he should 
have to sit back and watch this hap- 
pen when he has done so much so 
far to promote peace—it might very 
well kill him. 

Let us keep this in mind when 
we worry about the health of the 
man who has won the respect and 
love of the world.

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Deeper Than Suez 


Something was missing from the London con- 
ference on Suez. In an atmosphere of crisis 
characterized by altogether too much gun-rat- 
tling, the Western powers apparently devoted 
their attention entirely to the surface cause of 
the crisis—Nasser’s seizure of the canal. It 
might have been useful if Messrs. Dulles, Lloyd 
and Pineau had done a little digging for the 
deeper sources, 

Nasser’s irresponsible act is, of course, the 
immediate problem to be dealt with. The de- 
cision to press for an agreement to assure con- 
tinued international control of the canal is a 
good one. And certainly a resolute stance 
against Nasser'’s high-handedness is necessary, 
tvough this need not take on quite such a war- 
like look until Suez shipping has actually been 
interfered with 

Egyptian nationalization of the canal, however, 
was only the end of a long chain of events, and 
constructive diplomacy have to deal with 
the whole if a successful and enduring solution 
is to be found. At bottom, the problem is the 


will 


problem of all under-developed countries— 
poverty, disease, low productivity, and unbal- 
anced economy, and all the consequences. 

It was these conditions that produced the 


political movement from which Nassar emerged 
as leader. It was to meet these conditions that 
the Aswan dam was conceived. And when Sec- 
retary Dulles abruptly canceled Western aid 
for the dam, Nasser needed a quick way of re- 
capturing the initiative and his prestige at home. 
Seizure of the canal seemed made to order 

It is absurd to suggest, as" Nasser does, that 
the canal can pay for the dam. Seizure is a 
political symbol rather than an economic solu- 
tion to Egypt’s problems. “As such it may yield 
to diplomatic treatment, though Nas 


ture might have to come first. Still, he basic 
economic problem will remain unt}! basic 
economic solutions are applied 

That will take outside aid. And when the 
time comes to consider such aid agaig, surely 


the merits of organizing it on an inter 
basis should be sympathetically examined. “Che 
present crisis exists in part because aid for th 
Aswan dam was granted for national reasons 
and withdrawn for national reasons. Had the 
dam been a United Nations project instead of a 
United States-British one, the story might have 
been different. 

Much time must pass and certainly the canal 
problem must be solved before any new ap- 
proach to Egypt's basic problem will be possible. 
Meanwhile it is to be hoped that the British 
and French will take it easy with the warships 
and planes they. are brandishing around the 
Mediterranean. Certainly if the United States 
were making. such warlike gestures in the 
Pacific, London and Paris would be counseling 
moderation. That counsel! is said to be one of 
Secretary Dulles’s missions in London and we 
wish him success.

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What Italy Is Reading 

No. 2 among the currently best-selling books 
in Italy is, by a strange turn of circumstance, 
The Federalist Papers. This American political 
classic, in which Alexander Hamilton, James 
Madison and John Jay argued the great ques- 
tions of government preparatory to the Consti- 
tutional Convention of 1787, had not been made 
available ip Italian in the 170 years since. 

France, Argentina, Brazil and Germany all 
had had editions in their own languages by 1864, 
as federal issues were raised in those countries. 
But the classics of ‘American democracy by and 
large are still little known throughout Europe, 
as testified by Dr. Max Rheinstein, professor of 
law at the University of Chicago. 

The history-making edition of The Federalist 
in Italian was edited and introduced by Gaspare 
Ambrosini, professor of law at the University of 
Rome, and published by the publishing house of 
Nistri-Lischi of Pisa, at a price of 1600 lire, or 
about $2.50. 

Its popular reception should afford ample 
encouragement to the proposal in the late 
Eighty-fourth Congress to translate our political 
classics into some 30 languages and make them 
available in paperback editions at 10 or 15 cents 
a volume, which would be advantageous to stu- 
dents. The ideas of free institutions are their 
own best spokesmen. The least their benefi- 
ciaries can do is to let them speak freely. 
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Important Signature 

Despite some admitted reservations, President 
Eisenhower has signed the big new social se- 
curity bill. The President says the measure 
was modified to meet more serious Administra- 
tion criticisms, and “I am hopeful that this new 
law will advance the economic security of the 
American people.” 

The fact is that in this case Congress gave 
the Administration more than it bargained for. 
The Administration sought extended coverage, 
and the measure now places some 225,000 more 
citizens, mostly professional persons, under the 
security program. But the Administration did 
not seek, and instead opposed, two other major 
provisions. 

One of those allows disabled workers to begin 
to draw benefits at age 50, and disability pay is 
a new principle in our social security program. 
The other provision permits women to retire 
at age 62. When it came to the clutch vote, 
only six Republican Senators broke with the 
White House gnd the G.O.P. Senate leadership, 
and voted for the disability plan, while 41 
Democrats voted for it. 

As rewritten, the Administration plan became 
in large part a Democratic measure. Mr. Eisen- 
hower deserves credit for signing it in behalf 
of disabled as well as retired Americans. We 
would not be much surprised if his party went 
on from there, in this political year, and tried 
to claim credit for the whole social security gain. 
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Women With a Future 

Women’s efforts to Win respect and recogni- 
tion in the world of business on a basis of equal- 
ity with men are succeeding—but slowly. Some 
interesting insights into the current status of 
thé working woman are supplied in Fortune 
magazine by Associate Editor Katherine Hamill. 
A surprisingly large increase in the number of 
women at work has come about in the past 15 
years—nearly 50 per cent, in contrast with only 
a 7 per cent increase in male employment—and 
today one out of every three non-farm workers 
in the country is a woman. \ 
. There have been significant gains in the num- 
bers of women engineers, lawyers, judges,“physi- 
cians and architects. But there are not more 
than 5000 real executives among the 21,000,000 
women employed, and fewer than two tenths of 
1 per cent earn as much as $10,000 a year. 

Employers are reluctant to train women for 
higher jobs and promote them when they merit 
it, for fear they will quit when they marry and 
have children—as two thirds of them do. Many 
young college women do not prepare as hard 
for a job as do young men and look on their 
work as temporary, Miss Hamil’s research 
showed. The important fact is that women are 
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running more and more of the country’s busi- 
ness. If the present-day demand for executives 
and technicians continues, women—since they 
form the greatest manpower reserve in the coun- 
try—will be depended upon increasingly for 
these posts. Attractive as marriage seems to 
continue to be, a job either as alternative or 
complement will beckon to growing numbers of 
women.

Missouri for vote-grabbing is not much different 
from opening it to any salesman, solicitor, or 
peddier who desires to transact business. 
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The Grand Concert 

The Municipal Opera has paid its respects 
to grand opera at many times in its history. 
Productions of “Il Trovatore,” “Aida” and 
“Tales of Hoffmann” were distinguishing features 
of past seasons and a more recent showing of 
“Carmen” renewed the tradition. Now more 
grand opera is in the offing but with a varia- 
tion. “An Evening of Great Music” which 
opens next Monday at the famous summer 
theater, is another name for the “grand concert,” 
a type of entertainment such as was offered 
every Sunday night at New York’s Metropolitan 
Opera House: until a few years ago. 

But whereas the Metropolitan concerts were 
composed almost entirely of solo numbers, the 
St. Louis adaptation of it will enrich the mixture 
by including the whole of one act from Puc- 
cini’s “La Tosca” and the final scene from 
the first act of Puccini's “La Boheme.” The 
form will be further varied by the inclusion of 
ballet scenes. 

As in the past this concert will form a bridge 
between musical entertainment and what is 
sometimes referred to as “art music.” Actually 
the difference between the two categories is not 
too great and it becomes even smaller when 
two kinds of music written for the stage are 
compared. Certainly “La Boheme” is entertain- 
ment by any standard and the newcomers to 
grand opera who hear next week's need fear 
no dearth of tunefulness. 

It is to be hoped that the success of next 
week's performances will make grand opera— 
or some part of it—a permanent feature of the 
Municipal Opera repertory. 
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Brownell’s Reluctant ‘Legality’ 

Attorney General Brownell has sent out word 
that federal employes discharged from non- 
sensitive jobs for security reasons are entitled 
to re-instatement with back pay. He could 
hardly have done otherwise under the June 
decision of the Supreme Court that such indi- 
viduals had been ousted illegally. 

This compliance with the court's ruling, how- 
ever, seems less whole-hearted than it ought to 
be since the Attorney General also promulgated 
a “rule of thumb” under which reinstatement 
and back pay would be denied unless the em- 
ploye concerned claimed them within 18 months 
of his dismissal. 

This could be very unfair to some of the 
victims of the misapplication of security pro- 
visions. Because of the psychological onus 
attached to such dismissals, some former em- 
ployes elected to draw as little attention to 
themselves as possible. They did not contest 
the dismissal or enter claims since they feared 
that publicity might make it very difficult to 
obtain other employment. 

The unfairness ‘of some of these cases has by 
now been exposed. If because of this Govern- 
ment-induced fear, 18 months have passed with- 
out the filing of a claim, the Attorney General's 
“rule of thumb” adds further injury. 

It is also questionable whether he is right 
in holding that there seems to be no obligation 
to those who resigned after security proceedings 
were instituted against them. Most such resig- 
nations probably were not confessions of guilt 
but desperate efforts to protect earning power. 
In any event, the court has held that the 
Government was wrong in starting the proceed- 
ings. 

There also is an unpleasant overtone to Mr. 
Brownell’s direction that a former employe 
should be told that, after reinstatement, removal 
proceedings may be started against him under 
regular civil setvice regulations, and that he 
ought to consider whether he wants to return 
to his job or resign without prejudice to his 
back pay. This sounds like a warning that if he 
returns to work he will be in worse position than 
if he acquiesces in his illegal discharge. 

In effect, this is the use of a strongly implied 
threat to avoid genuine compliance wijh the 
law. As such, it is beneath the dignity of the 
Government and a gross violation of fair play. 
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Ugly Anniversary 

Aug. 4 marks the first anniversary of the 
forced closing of the newspaper El Tiempo of 
Bogota, once one of Latin America’s outstanding 
newspapers in one of the New World’s most 
democratic nations. Now the anniversary marks 
press suppression and dictatorship, 

El Tiempo was shut down when it refused to 
print a retraction of a news story dictated by the 
government of President Gustavo Rojas Pinilla. 
It was not quite the first example of ruthless 
censorship by this govefhment nor, certainly, 
has it been the last, Four other newspapers in 
Colombia have ceased publication because of 
anti-press decrees, confiscatory fines and assess- 
ment of exorbitant back taxes. :

The White House and the Steel Strike 8etween Book Ends

Behind-scenes intervention by two members of Eisenhower Cabi- 
of net got stecl companies to move toward strike settlement; thus 
‘business man’s government’ helped a union; companies did not 
want to embarrass Republican Administration before election.

In 1952, when the United Steelwork- 
ers of America was squaring off for a 
contract showdown with the steel indus- 
try, David J. McDonald advised the 
union members that they had nothing 
to worry about because there was “a 
rather friendly gentleman in the White 
House.”’ 

When the union and the industry got 
into a hassle again this year, Harry S. 
Truman had given way to Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and a “business man’s gov- 
ernment” was in 
the White House. 

The wage in- 
creases and other 
benefits the steel 
workers won in the 
strike settlement 
last week demon- 
strated that unions 
sometimes do bet- 
ter with an Admin- 
istration elected 
over their opposi- 
tion than they do 
with their friends 


in power. 
The political ma-  So-retary Mitchell 
neuvers that pre- 


ceded the settlement also demonstrated 
that a “hands-off” policy toward Gov- 
ernment involvement in labor disputes 
must allow for great elasticity if shut- 
downs in key industries are to be kept 
from imperiling the national welfare. 

Without the behind-the-scenes inter- 
vention of James P. Mitchell, Secretary 
of Labor, and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Humphrey, the steel strike might 
well have lasted two months. 

And the most piquant aspect of their 
activities was that most of the pressure 
by these two Republican Cabinet mem- 
bers, both former business executives, 
was directed toward persuading the 
steel companies to improve their offer 
to the union. 

Four years ago, when President Tru- 
man tried to get them to go along with 
contract recommendations made by the 
Wage Stabilization Board, the compa- 
nies resisted so vigorously that the dis- 
pute dragged on for months. 

The President seized the steel mills, 
the Supreme Court declared the seizure 
illegal and the union struck for eight 
weeks before a settlement was ham- 
mered out at the White House. And 
even then the union had to make im- 
portant concessions on the union shop, 
the pivotal issue in the strike. 

This time the final contract terms 
were substantially in line with those 
that always had been the union’s real- 
istic goal. "Why was the Eisenhower 
Administration successful in inducing 
the companies to yield without the di- 
rect application of any Government 
sanctions when the Truman Administra- 
tion had such scant success with its big 


stick! The reasons for the increased 
effectiveness of the Government's peace 
ministrations this year would seem to 
fall into four main categories: 

The companies did not want to em- 
barrass the Administration. Most of 
the top industry officials are Republi- 
cans, interested in continuance of Re- 
publican rule. They did not want to 
force a situation in which the White 
House would have to take direct action 
that would be politically unpalatable. 


The companies did not want to em- 
barrass themselves. They were not 
eager for either of the alternatives 
open to the President—a Taft-Hartley 
injunction or a special fact-finding 
panel. Either would have meant a 
full-dress inquiry into the touchy sub- 
ject of wage-price profit tie-ups in steel. 

The companies did not want any last- 
ing impairment of their friendly pre- 
strike relations with the union. Great 
headway’ has been made in building 
improved labor-management §under- 
standing since Mr. McDonald assumed 
the union presidency in November, 1952. 
The companies feared that a long strike 
would shatter this amity. 

The strike had cut down inventories 
and created what Eugene G. Grace of 
the Bethlehem Steel Co. called a “hell- 
zapoppin” demand for steel for the rest 
of this year. This heightened the finan- 
cial incentive for a settlement. 

From the Administration’s standpoint, 
the peace pact strips the Democrats of 
any opportunity to make effective capi- 
tal of the dispute at their presidential 
convention in Chicago Aug. 13. It 
keeps intact the fabric of national pros- 
perity, on which the Republicans pin 
much of their campaign hope. 

And it further reduces the chances 
that the united labor movement will 
officially line up against President Eis- 
enhower this year. ‘Many individual 
unions and leaders will support the 
Democratic nominee. But those who 
favor neutrality for the central organ- 
ization will draw ammunition from the 
quiet help the White House gave the 
steel workers and from its avoidance 
of the Taft-Hartley remedy. 

Many will insist, of course, that the 
Administration should have brought its 
influence to bear before the strike. But 
the record of long walkouts in 1946, 
1949 and 1952—all after Government 
fact-finding—makes it plain that is no 
infallible road to peace. 

This year’s strike provided new evi- 
dence that no Administration, Republi- 
can or Democratic, can be indifferent 
to a protracted shut-down in an industry 
as vital as steel. The intervention may 
be open, as it was in the Truman days, 
or it may be underground. But no 
President will wait until the country is 
prostrate before turning on the heat for 
a settlement.

Good writing about a great character 
makes for a successful biography, Mar- 
garet Farrand Tiorp’s “Neilson of 
Smith,” the life of William Allan Neil- 
son, president of Smith College, 1917- 
1939, is just that. Although the title 
of the book refers to Nielson’s presi- 
dency at Smith, the first half deals 
with his education and life as a teacher 
and scholar up until the time he be- 
comes president. Both sections are 
good reading. 

Mrs. Thorp is well qualified to por- 
tray Mr. Neilson as she knew him 
personally, having been an assistant 
professor in Eng- 
lish and the pub- 
licity director at 
Smith from 1921 
until 1929, as well 
as having received 
both her A.B. and 
her M.A. from 
Smith. Her sensi- 
tive and compre- 
hensive portrait of 
a brilliant scholar 
and one of the 
great college pres- 
idents will be a 
source of lasting 
enjoyment for all 
those connected 
with Smith College and for everyone 
interested in education, as Neilson 
played an important part in developing 
college education for women.

Interested in the education of wom- 
en, he gave up a successful life of 
scholarship at Harvard for uncertain 
success as the president of a women’s 
college. This uncertainty was short- 
lived as his success was swift and sure 
and left a lasting imprint. He was 
beloved by students, faculty and alum- 
nae because of his kindness and hu- 
manity, his interest in the individual, 
his courage, his sureness in acting on 
the side of truth, his insistence on 
standards—social, moral and intellec- 
tual, his recognition of worth, his 
talent for giving and getting co-opera- 
tion with all groups, his wit (the few 
samples from his talks to the under- 
graduates make the reader wish for 
more), and his charm.

Family Can 
Keep Score 
On Its Home 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


F you want to improve your 
| home life, turn the family 

into a jury of experts and let 
them rate the various activities. 
It is particularly good practice 
for the young people, but every- 
one can profit by it. 

Suppose you have a husband 
and two children who are old 
enough to take part. Let them 
draw up a score card for an 
ordinary meal. You could rate 
the important items on 4 scale 
where 1, 2, 3 would represent 
“poor,” “good” and “excellent,” 
or anything else you like. Then 
they can rate the setting of the 
table, the service, the balanced 
character of the meal, or lack 
of it, in the light of the seven 
basic elements that everyone 
needs for the correct diet (of 
course, you know what they 
are), and the quality of the 
food or cooking. You can 
break this down anyway you 
like, or score as many differ- 
ent aspects of the meal as you 
want. Let each one score it 
separately then compare the 
scores and finally make a com- 
posite. They should score by 
a reasonable everyday standard, 
not that of a $10-a-plate ban- 
quet. 

In a similar way, you can let 
your jury pass on the organiza- 
tion of the kitchen or the stor- 
age of household equipment. 
You can let them rate the 
premises from the point of view 
of fire hazard.

Afraid of Sons

“Dear Doctors: 

66 E have three very nice sons aged 14, 12 and 9. 
But it seems that I am a constant nagger. I 
can’t help it. They are so lazy that it almost 

drives me crazy. Am I asking too much to ask the boys 

to make their beds and 
hang up their clothes? 

THAt’s all the jobs they 

have to do. My idea is 

to teach them respect for 
their personal things. Real- 
ly, they don’t even have 
pride of ownership. Day 
after day I find clothes all 
over their rooms and dirty 
laundry most any place. 

So then I blow up and it 

seems I’m nagging again 

to pick up. I certainly 
don’t object to reminding 

It is their attitude that I object to. 

“If I say ‘Please hang up your jacket, etc.’ they are 
immediately on the defensive. They are sullen and argue 
and sass me.

“One major thing that I am letting hurt me is this: 
If 1 ever did anything that required punishment I felt 
so bad I would try hard to be nice to my parents.

ome Secrets From Husband Curb Use of 


Pronoun ‘I’ 


HE alphabet has 26 letters, 
T ana none of them appears 

more than once. You 
wouldn’t think so to hear some 
persons talk. From their con- 
versation it would seem that 
the letter “I” was the first let- 
ter of the alphabet, and the 
last, and more than one in be- 
tween. 

It's a good idea now and 
then to make sure you're not 
too ready with the use of 
“I” yourself. Listen for it as 
you talk until it registers every 
time. It may be surprising 
how many times it does creep 
into the conversation, once 
you're aware of it. How often 
do you use it to start a sen- 
tence? How often do you make 
a comment, important or un- 
important, with an “I” dom- 
inated remark? 

Have you fallen into the 
habit of emphasizing “I” by 
tone of voice? Listen to see. 
That emphasis, even though it’s 
gentle right now, isn’t making 
you more interesting to listen 
to. And it has a way of grow- 
ing stronger as the person using 
it tries harder and harder to 
command attention. We all 
want to express our opinions, 
but they’re valued less and less 
as we grow more and more in- 
sistent about having them 
heard. 

There's danger in using “I” 
too much because it can easily 
mean expressing personal views 
when they're uncalled for, to 
those with whom conversation 
should be impersonal. There's 
even something wrong about 
the use of “I” too often by the 
person you're talking with as 

well as by yourself. It’s too 
likely to mean that the con- 
versation hasn't lifted from the 
ordinary. Remember the old 
saying, “Little people talk 
about people—bigger ones talk 
about things—and big people 


talk about ideas."
